SUEZ CANAL CHARGES. 


Manchester Ship Merchants’ 
Resolution. 


The shipping merchants com- 
mittee of the Manchester Cham- 
ber of Commierce has recently 
been considering the question of 
dues charged by the Suez Canal 
Company, and at the meeting 
held recently the following reso- 
lution was unapimously adopted 
for transmission to the Govern- 
ment. 

“That the shipping merchants 
committee of the -Mtnchester 
Chamber of Commerce, having 
regard to the present state of 
depression in trade and_ the 
urgent need for economy, is of 
the opinion that the high level of 
dues charged by the Suez Canal 
Company is operating seriously 
to the disadvantage of British 
trade with the East and to the ad- 
vantage of the Inter-Asian trade 
and other competitive trades, 
which are free from the heavy 
burden of dues; and is further of 
opinion that the time has now 
come for substantial reduction in 
such dues.° The committee, 
therefore, urges H.M. Govern- 
ment as_ the largest individual 
shareholder in the Canal Com- 
pany, to use its influence to secure 
a reduction to gold francs 5 per 
ton in the case of loaded ships, 
and gold franes 2.60 per cent. in 
the case of ships in ballast, in ac- 
cordance with the arrangement 
made in 1883 between British 
shipowners and the Canal Com- 
pany. 

“The committee expresses the 
strong opinion that a policy ‘of 
ower charges, calculated as it is 
to maintain and foster the flow 
of trade through the canal, is as 
much to be desired in the in- 
terests of the canal shareholders 
as in the users’ interests.”

I should also like on behalf of the 
Y.M.C.A. to express our apprecta- 
tion to all those who have, at con- 
siderable inconvenience to them- 
selves, come here to join with -us 
in commemorating this important 
avent "in our history. 

The building of the west wing 
which is estimated to cost $150,000 
is the fulfilment of a long cherished 
ambition which has only become 
possible by the successful manage- 
ment of the finances of our associa- 
tion in the past thereby ‘enabling us 
to satisfy our bankers, the Hong 
Kong & Shanghai Banking Corpora- 
tion, that a loan for this purpose is 
a sound business. proposition. I 
desire to express our gratitude to 
our bankers for the generous 
facilities they have given us and 
the practical confidence they have 
shown in our affairs. 

Satisfactory Position. 

Our position is a satifactory one. 
The membership rol! for the month 
of December 1926, 1928 and 1930 
was 295, 851-and 431 respectively, 
and the income in the same years 
was $99,000, $117,000 and $135,000 
respectively. This desirable state 
of affairs is due to the unremitting 
efforts of our staff Mr. Hunt and 
Mr. Ingram and the general assis.

History of Movement. 

To those who are not familiar 
with the history of the European 
Y¥.M.C.A. movement in Hong Kong

I suppose that the golf dictum 
which has been accepted with the 
greatest readiness by players of. all 
degrees of ability is the late Willie 
Park’s assertion that “the man 
who can putt is a match for any- 
body,” 

His contemporary, Willie Camp- 
bell, replied to it with the remark: 
—‘The man who can approach 
doesn’t need to be able to putt,” 
which certainly ‘looks highly 
plausible. Personally, I practised 
for all I was worth the.art of 
placing the shots with iron and 
mashie so close to the hole as to 
make the putting easy; but there 
can be no doubt that in golf ag it 
is played to-day, the vast majority 
of matches and competitions are 
won within thirty yards of - the 
hole. 

This is rather more than put- 
ting distance, but {it is selected 
because it is the range at which 
the Americans are so deadly in 
getting down in two shots.’

TRADE SHIP SUGGESTED. 
London, Yesterday. 
The full report of the Econo- 
mic Mission to the Far East is 
being publishcel on May 13. 
Sir Ernest Thompson and Sir 


Thomas Allen, interviewed  to- 
day, emphasised that the mis-

still purchasing power in China 
for high class British engineering

It is observed in the course of 
auggestions offered that a “gen-

“It is clear that the Chinese Gov- 
ernment and the nation have set 
their faces towards a policy of in- 
dustrialising China and British 
capital should play Its part in the 
development.” 

Stabilisation of Silver. - 

The stabilisation of silver 
should be sought by every means 
(saya the Report) thus restoring 
China to her full purchasing 
power. Britain should take the 
leading part' in attaining the 
necessary international agreement 
thereon. 

The Report confirms the Cotton 
Mission’s recommendations and 
further is of the opinfon that:— 
“No industry. which is so depen- 
dent on exports as the British 
cotton industry is, can continue to 
exist unless tit is fully competitive 
with ‘other countries.” Whatever 
stepa are necessary to prevent the 
calamitous further decline in the 
Lancashire cotton industry, due to 
cheaper Japanese production, must 
be taken without delay. 

The Mission recommends the 
entablishment of a British service 
of specialists, or experts, in coun- 
tries which are undeveloped or 
where British trade shows the 
greatest decline. This service 
should report direct to the De- 
partment of Overseas Trade’ and 
the personnel be recruited from 
first class men. Secondly, export 
firms should consider without de- 
lay whether the:method of group- 
ing for ¢xport purposes can be 
profitable and applied to them-
